At least 165 art pieces were 
destroyed in the fire set shortly 
before midnight Saturday. Be- 
fore setting fire to the paintings, 
the vandals mutilated each one, 
the Columbus Fire Department 
said.

Pattern of Change 


In 1929 the per capita income of Geer- 
gians was $329. In the depths of the de- 
pression in 1932 this had dropped to $189. 
In 1959 it is estimated at $1,513. 

Even with inflation the state’s real in- 
come gains have been phenomenal. On a 
statewide basis, we have advanced from 
less than half the national average to 
almost three-fourths. But since 1956 the 
state has made little if any headway in 
erasing the remaining differential of 
about 28 per cent less than the nation as 
a whole. 

These among other highly interesting 
facts and figures are brought out in Dr. 
John L. Fulmer’s “Analysis of Georgia 
Personal Income Payments by Counties,” 
just published by Georgia Tech's Indus- 
trial Development Branch. Business Edi- 
tor Jim Montgomery’s series, now ap- 
pearing in The Constitution, shows the 
extent and scope of the study. 


Population and migration trends in 
the state, county by county, reflect a 
vastly changing economic and_ social 
structure. The study shows, for instance, 
that 18 counties now possess about 49 per 
cent of the state’s total population and 
a far greater proportion of its total in- 
come. 

Only four counties equal or exceed 
the national average in per capita income. 
Fleven can boast three-fourths of it. Only 
18 equal the state’s average while 141 are 
below. Seventy-six counties have less 
than half the national average. 

The study shows fudly the relationship 
between industrialization, growth of ur- 
ban areas and income patterns. Counties 
which are gaining population are those 
with higher proportion of income from 
wages and salaries. These also have the 
highest per capita incomes. 

Since 1929 Georgia’s total income has 
shown a percentage decline of 72 per cent 
to farm proprietors in relation to the 
total. While total agricultural income has 
shown a great increase, relative impor- 
tance has declined as the percentage in- 
crease from wages and salaries tops the 
nation. 

Of the state’s total income, more than 
a billion goes to manufacturing workers. 
Government workers—state, federal and 
local—rank second with 700 million in 
wages and salaries, an increase of 120 per 
cent since 1929. 

The study proves many things such as 
the importance of industrial development 
to total and per capita income. It shows 
Georgia in a state of vast change which 
planners and politicians cannot ignore. It 
poses the question of why the state’s rela- 
tive gains in the national economy seem 
to have ground to a halt since 1956. It 
demonstrates the relationship of educa- 
tion to progress.

“In order to be high-yielding we need 
tractors, large amounts of chemical ferti- 
lizer, modern agricultural machinery and 
effective insecticide devices. 

“At present our country does not have 
the above-mentioned prerequisites.” 


The United States does have all these 
prerequisites. We do plant less and reap 
more and have been doing so for a great 
many years. We have been so success- 
ful at it that our problem is 
surplus. 

Yet another reason for the Commu- 
nist failure was that labor was forced 
into a communal system. The American 
system has proved its superiority inso- 
far as production is concerned. But we 
are embarrassed and our system is vul- 
nerable to criticism so long as we and 
the world have hungry people and the 
surplus remains in costly storage. There 
must be some other more sensible sv- 
lution.

Congress Must Meet 
Problems of the Aged 


Atlanta’s new housing projects, ap- 
proved recently in Washington, will in- 
clude 200 units (of a total of 1,000) for 
elderly people. 

This highlights a problem to which 
the secretary of health, education and 
welfare has given priority. A White 
House conference has been held on the 
subject of America’s older citizens and 
a national leadership organization has 
been established. 

The number of persons 45 and older 
in our population increased from about 
13,500.000 in 1900 to 49,500,000 in 1957. 

The number of persons 65 and over 
grew from 3,250,000 in 1900 to almost 
15 million in 1957 and is expected to 
reach 21 million 16 years from now. 

The major fault or explanation for 
the plight of those who cannot get jobs 
because they are “old” at 50 or even 
45 and are retired at 60 and 65, lies 
with the industrial system and the neces- 
sary programs of federal and private 
pension and retirement plans. 

The government hopes to develop 
plans to make use of those who are 
retired in some other phase of work not 
requiring further coverage by pension 
plans. But that is for the future. 

Today our failure to care for the 
aged in matters of housing, health and 
employment already is a national prob- 
lem. If not met with planning and ac- 
tion, it will become in the years ahead 
a formidable political monster. 

Industry cannot cope with it until 
and unless there is congressional action 
supported by public opinion. But the 
present system assures the nation of a 
constantly increasing population group 
in which the greater numbers are skilled 
and able to work. Somehow they must 
remain useful members of society. It is 
a comp'!ex problem. That its weight is 
being felt is revealed by the Atlanta 
housing project. 

We must plan, from the grass -roots 
to the nation’s capital, before the prob- 
lem becomes critical.

Humphrey Shows 


Political Courage 


WASHINGTON—You may fairly charge this 
or that real shortcoming to most any politician, 


but if he is a genuine big-timer you have got —_— 

to give him two things. He is capable of total self-candor, And when 
it becomes absolutely necessary he will look at reality head-on and 
with the air of a man ready, if he must, to spit in the eye of fate. 


His may not be the kind 
of courage that wins battle 
medals. But it is a sort of cour- 
age all the same, the valor of a 
fellow who certainly is not looking 
for a fight but nevertheless 
doesn’t go around telling himself 
when he is in trouble that he 
really isn’t in trouble at all. 

The latest example to prove 
this unwritten law of public life 
is Sen. Hubert Horatio Humphrey 
of Minnesota. 

Public opinion polls of proved 
past reliability, conducted by the 
Minneapolis Tribune, have indi- 
cated that “Ole Hubert’’ may be 
going down a little, rather than 
up, in the affections even of his 
home state. “Ole Hubert’ and 
his people know, moreover, and 
do not deny, that perhaps his 
principal presidential rival, Sen. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, is get- 
ting a long lead and showing few 
signs of weakening. 

There are three things a poli- 
tician can do in such an unhappy 
state of affairs: 1. Just give up. 
2. Say it isn’t so. 3. Resolve not 
to run from the storm but to 
turn around and head right into 
it. 

Humphrey has taken course No. 
3. He has suddenly become the 
only flatly announced Democratic 
presidential candidate. 

Humphrey does, after all and 
understandably, hope to keep his 
present place in the Senate if the 
big place turns out to be abso-

When Is Person 
Really Grown-Up? 


All children look forward eagerly to the time 
when they will be ‘“‘grown-up."” When our chil- 
dren were small we often said to them, ‘That 
is something you can do when you've grown-up” o 


lutely unattainable. And even the 
most candid of men will not go 
so far as entirely to throw away 
an existing job while out looking 
for another. So he has allowed 
himself this small hedge: He 
has retained freedom to with- 
draw from the big race and con- 
centrate on re-election to the Sen- 
ate next year if after a great 
deal of campaign work now ahead 
he finds he simply can’t ‘‘go”’ for 
the top nomination. 

Having taken his basic decision, 
Humphrey has taken still another. 
On the very day after his 
announcement he went to New 
York to proclaim himself the one 
true candidate of the ultralib- 
erals, particularly those on civil 
rights. 

This Humphrey step was risky, 
indeed. For what he is really say- 
ing is that he has gone all the 
way over to those immoderates 
who will never accept any civil 
rights settlement on anything but 
their own immoderate terms. 

Humphrey thus has cast to the 
winds the last, small chance he 
ever had for any convention sup- 
port from the moderates, let 
alone the conservatives. 

But he has also done this, at 
any rate: He has stood up to 
be counted. This is not to say he 
ought to be either nominated or 
elected. It is to say, however, 
that he has, indeed, turned his 
face straight into the storm. 


r “That is some- 


thing you'll learn about when you've grown-up."’ I remember on one 
occasion that one of our children asked the question, ‘‘But when am 
I grown-up?’’ That was a good question but it is difficult to answer. 


When are we grown-up? I don’t 
think that being a grown-up is a 
matter of our physical stature or 
of the years we have lived. 
Legally we come of age at 18 or 
21. At that time the government 
says that we are adults. But to 
be 18 does not necessarily mean 
that we have reached maturity. 


There are some yardsticks by. 


which we can measure our ma- 
turity. First, we have grown-up 
when we willingly accept responsi- 
bility. No person of whatever age, 
height or weight can be said to 
be mature if he is shiftless and ir- 
responsible. 

I once knew a young woman 
who, because of circumstances, 
was forced to accept a mature 
role at an early. age. When her 
mother died, she took over many 
of the responsibilities of mother 
in the home. While her father 
was away at work, she managed 
admirably the affairs of the home. 
She kept the house neat and trim, 
she prepared many of the meals, 
she did the necessary mending of 
the clothes of her two younger 
sisters. She accepted an amazing 
amount of responsibility, although 
she was only 11 years old! If 
her sense of responsibility were 
to be found in every home, we 
would have strong, sturdy homes 
throughout our land. 

I once asked her if she didn’t 
regret the heavy burden which

life had imposed on her and she 
replied, ‘‘No, for I always felt 
God had given me those respon- 
sibilities for a particular purpose. 
Through them I gained knowledge 
and understanding. Because of 
them I now have a home of my 
own which I value beyond com- 
pare.” 

Second, being grown-up means 
that we have an honest and hon- 
orable appreciation of ourselves 
and of our places in the web of 
life. To be able to look at oneself 
squarely, to recognize our weak- 
nesses and strength, and then to 
be willing to do what we can to 
make something of ourselves is 
an indication of maturity. 

Third, the mature person is one 
who has learned to share his life 
and mind with others. He knows 
that this world wasn’t made for 
his particular benefit and satis- 
faction. Children often feel that 
they are the center of the uni- 


verse, that the world revolves 
about their interests and require- 
ments. That person is grown-up 


who properly estimates his role 
in the larger life of humanity. 

St. Luke says of our Lord that 
He “increased in wisdom and 
stature, and in favour with God 
and man” (Luke 2:52). That 
means that even at an early age 
He had found His place and pur- 
pose in the larger contexts of both 
human and divine life. 


Herter Must Earn 


President's Trust 


WASHINGTON—It is just inescapable — that 
Secretary of State Herter, in whatever he does 
and says, often will be compared with his prede- P . 
cessor, John Foster Dulles. My own judgment is that while nu- 


merous qualified people were available for the job—and Herter was 
one of the most qualified—they could succeed him but not take 
Dulles’ place in the Eisenhower administration. 


Dulles was unique. The reason 
was the unique relationship of 
unlimited trust between the Pres- 
ident and Dulles. 


In the wake of Herter’s first 
months as secretary, it seems to 
me the significant facts are these: 

That the important differences 
between Secretary Herter and 
Secretary Dulles are not differ- 
ences in policy but differences in 
working relationship with the 
President. 

That Eisenhower is not giving 
Herter anything like the almost 
open-ended grant of authority and 
latitude which he gave to Dulles. 

That a significant illustration of 
this is the fact that Secretary 
Herter is allowed to take no ini- 
tiative to find new ways to per- 
suade Premier Khrushchev that 
he must count on our using force, 
if necessary, to defend our rights 
in West Berlin. 

The exceptionally large delega- 
tion of authority which the Presi- 
dent gave to Dulles grew out of 
three special circumstances. 

Their relationship began when 
Eisenhower was new to his job, 
was necessarily immersed in mas- 
tering his new duties. 

Dulles brought tu the secretary- 
ship an enormous grasp of for- 
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eign policy and extensive first- 
hand experience in the State De- 
partment, 


He established and maintained 
the total trust of Eisenhower by 
painstakingly informing him of 
everything he was doing. and _plan- 
ning and by consulting him and 
getting his approval in advance. 
Thus, while Dultes constantly re- 
newed his grant of authority, he 
found the President almost in- 
variably responsive to his every 
recommendation. 


All this became known the. 
world over and in consequence. 


there has been an American sec- 
retary of state who was able to 
speak and act with such prestige 
and power on his own. 


Such a wide grant of authority 
has to be earned. It will take 
Herter time to earn it—if he is 
ever able to do so.

Herter is proving himself. under 
fire.

Of State’s Personal Income 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 
The relative importance of 
Georgia’s four major sources of 
personal income has, like the 
state’s population, done a lot of 
shifting around in recent years. 


Indeed, these shifts have had 
a direct bearing on Georgia's 
population and per capita income 
trends. 


The greatest impact has come 
from a sharp rise in the impor- 
tance of wages and salaries, 
which tend to be concentrated in 
areas of advanced economic de- 


This is the seend in a 
series of four reports on a 
new study vital to the future 
of Georgia’s economic devel- 


opment. 


i 


VYelopment, as contrasted with an 
even sharper decline in the rela- 
tive importance of farm proprie- 
tors’ income. 


KEY TO MIGRATION 


This is a key factor in explain- 
ing the migration of thousands 
of Georgians within and out of 
their state. 


Population moves out of areas 
where the percentage of total in- 
come distributed as wages and 
salaries is low, and moves into 
areas where it is high. 


A new and closer look at Geor- 
gia’s income distribution and how 
it has changed,is provided by Dr. 
John L. Fulmer’s detailed analy- 
sis of state and county income 
patterns, which has just been 
published by Georgia Tech's In- 
‘dustrial Development Branch. 


By far the largest part—over 
two thirds—of the state’s person- 
al income is received in wage and 
salary payments. 


Accounting for 55 per cent of 
Georgia’s income in 1929, wages 
and salaries made up 68.7 per 
cent of the state’s much larger 
1956 total of $5,237,000,000.

of income payments in Georgia, 
amounted to 770 million dollars. 
The remainder of the year’s 
more than $3,600,000,000 in wages 
and salaries went primarily to 
office and retail trade employes, 
end included payments to numer- 
ous others such as farm ia- 
borers. 


Compared with 1929, the rela- 
tive importance of wages and 
salaries show a rise of 22 per 
cent—including gains in relative 
contributions of 120 per cent by 
government, 42 per cent by man- 
ufacturers, and 22 per cent by 
retail and wholesale trade. 


PROPERTY INCOME OFF 

Equally significant, however, 
is the fact that since 1929 the 
share of Georgia’s total income 
contributed by proprietors (farm 
and nonfarm) has been cut in 
half, while the proportion derived 
from property has declined 30 
per cent. 

“The sharp drop in the share of 


total income distributed to pro- 
prietors, ” the report points out, 


“was due to a decline of 72 per 
cent in the proportion of total in- | 
come going to farm proprietors” 
rather than the part going to 
owners

Wilson Was Worth It 


Bruised Southeastern Conference backs who 
bravely tried to keep him from unbuckling their passers 
the past three seasons will agree the Chicago Cardinals 


were wise in going to court to get former Auburn end 
Jerry Wilson. 


Even while limping on two bum ankles last fall, Wilson was 
seldom delayed—much less stopped—in the reckless pursuit of 
defensive “‘head-hunting”’ duty. 


In fact the best block put on Wilson 
since he got out of high school prob- 
ably was the Birmingham magistrate’s 
recent ruling that prevented his play- 
ing with a Canadian club after accept- 
ing a salary advance from the Card- 
inals. 


The 6-2, 225-pound set of muscles he 
squeezed into an Auburn game uniform 
each Saturday could have represented 
the toughest hunk of flankman in 1958 
college football. 


Pappy Waldorf thought soe. 
Waldorf, of course, is the ex- 
Northwestern and California head 
coach who now operates as top 
talent scout for the San Francisco 
Forty-Niners. 


“I’ve seen a lot of games and a lot 
of ends this season,’’ Pappy said one 
rainy night in Jackson, Miss., ‘‘but 
that Auburn boy is the only college end I’ve seen who could play 
the same position on defense in pro ball. He’s the only one big 
enough. We usually have to convert college tackles into defensive 
ends.”’ 


An official who worked the Auburn-Maryland game recalled 
how closely Wilson came to being the SEC’s version of the unstop- 
pable force. 


—He Got 15 Yards for Self Defense 


“It was legal, but brutal,”’ the official began. ‘‘Wilson was 
murdering the fellow assigned to block him. He charged right over 
him on every play. Finally, in desperation, the Maryland boy started 
holding Wilson. It was the first time I’ve ever had to penalize a 
player 15 yards for self-defense.” 


Wilson also excelled as a blocker and pass receiver. Upon 
catching the ball, he usually convinced the defense it had a tank 
loose in its backyard. 


Jerry is a clean-cut, crew-cut chap who is just as good natured 
as he is good looking. He also is carefree and confident virtually to 
the point of cockiness, but willing and quick to learn. 


Undoubtedly he will take his share of professional lumps. 
And he will deliver his share. For above all else, Auburn end 
coaches Joel Eaves and Gene Lorendo will tell you, Wilson is 
a competitor. 


“The week before one big game last season,”’ Eaves said, “the 
managers had to help Wilson up the hill to practice. Both ankles 
were swollen.so badly, he could hardly walk. But he demanded to 
play. And he played well. If you had 11 men with Jerry’s determina- 
tion, you'd have yourself some football team.”’ 


Actually, with Tennessee arriving in September, Auburn would 
generously settle for one more like Wilson. And, with North Fulton 
appearing even earlier, Northside High’s Weyman Creel would be 
equally satisfied with just one more Stan Gann. 


During a brief lull in a recent tournament, tennis fan Creel 
ignored the swimming temperature to forecast an outstanding 
Georgia Tech football career for his man Stan. 


Creel says the stumpy citizen who led Northside to a State AAA 
championship two years ago has what amounts to a ‘‘football 
instinct.’"” He gave this example: 


—Only Stan Knew a Man Was Missing 


“Tt was early in an extremely tight playoff game with Brown. 
We had the ball on our own 19-yard line, fourth down and 17 yards 
to go. We had to kick, and everybody in the stadium knew it. 


“Gann took the snap from center. But instead of punting, he 
looked around a couple of seconds and began running. He ran 45 
yards. The play broke the game wide open. 


‘Despite the gain, I was fuming. Suppose he had been 
trapped? When Stan left the game a few minutes later, I met 
him at the sidelines and demanded an explanation. 


“He had a surprising answer. He said Brown had only 10 men 
on the field during the play. One of their ends was missing. Gann 
was gambling with an ace nobody knew he had. 


“Later when we checked the films, that end was missing. Stan 
must have been the only person at the game that night who spotted 
it. Two or three weeks later I talked with Jack Peek, the Brown 
coach, and he didn’t know until then about the ‘missing end.’ ”’ 


Creel doubts any quarterback will execute a shrewder maneuver 

than Gann accomplished that night. 
Some contend Gann’s 5-8 frame will make it difficult pass- 
ing over big rushing linemen. Creel agrees. .But— 

“Stan is a tremendous runner and rollout passer. His height 
won’t hurt him. And he’s always best in the clutch.” 

Tech’s Bobby Dodd concurs and can hardly wait to see Gann 
go against varsity competition.

Coronary heart disease is 
sometimes called  arterioscle- 


rotic heart disease because the 
primary disorder is in the ar- 
teries. 


The heart muscle depends for 
its nourishment and “breathes” 
through the coronary arteries 
that form a crown (“‘corona’”’) 
around the heart before they 
plunge into the heart muscle to 
bring fresh blood to every cell. 


Any interference with this 
blood supply can be quickly 
fatal. 


Such interference can be pro- 
duced by atherosclerosis, that 
is deposits of cholesterol and 
associated cellular changes in 


the wall of the artery, or by 
blood clots (coronary throm- 
bosis) which block the blood 
passage. 


These clots or thrombi gen- 
erally form only in an artery 
with arteriosclerosis. 


The important point about the 
diet in this connection is that 
the fats we eat have a major 
effect on the amount of choles- 
terol in the blood, and it is this 
cholesterol which is deposited 
in the walls of the arteries. 


The more common fats in our 
American diet—meat and 
dairy fat, margarine and hy- 
drogenated shortenings — tend 
to raise the blood cholesterol. 

On the other hand, most com- 
mon food oils (liquid fats) gen- 
erally have no such effect or 
may even work in opposition. 


INFLUENCING FACTORS 


Besides fats, other factors in 
the diet may influence the blood 
cholesferol level and the de- 
velopment of coronary heart 
disease. Most populations that 
seem to have relatively little 
coronary disease live on diets 
that are rather high in leafy 
vegetables and fruits as well as 
being low in sugar and in meat 
and dairy fats. 


Arteriosclerosts means ‘“‘hard- 
ening of the arteries,” a process 
formerly linked to aging. 


But the kind of arteriosclero- 
sis we worry about in the heart 
has a special name, ‘“‘athero- 
sclerosis.” 


The name “atherosclerosis” 
refers to the Greek word 
atheros, meaning porridge or 


gruel, because the inner layer 
of the artery looks as though 
it contains bits of porridge. 


The “‘porridge’’ turns out to 
be a mixture of cholesterol and 
the ordinary fats of the blood 


deposited but not the wall in 


direct contact with the passage- 
way just under the inner sur- 
face of the artery wall itself. 
Such spots are called athero-

bodies.”’ 


A deposit in the artery wall 
of cholesterol, or anything else 
for that matter, tends to dimin- 


ish the passage through which 
the blood must flow, but more 
important is the effect on the 
adjacent cells. 


The cells’ of the artery wall 
are crowded so they are ill- 
nourished. This condition is ac- 
centuated by the tendency for 
connective tissue to grow and 
wall off the deposit. Eventually 
some. cells actually die, produc- 
ing tiny areas of ulceration. 
These are healed by something 
like scar tissue that still further 
chokes the normal cells of the 
wall. 


Such places in the arteries 
can grow until the space for 
blood flo’w, is seriously re- 
duced. Perhaps even more 
dangerous, conditions are set 
for a.local blood clot ‘to form 
and thus totally obstruct the 
vessel by thrombosis. 


DISORDERED" 


At best, the heartbeat is tem- 
porarily disordered, some local 
muscle cells die, and these are 
gradually replaced by scar tis- 
sue, 


The result after a few weeks 
is a scar in the heart. Disabil- 
ity can range from being a 
complete cardiac cripple to 
having no symptoms at all. 

There are three kinds of out- 
come to the ‘‘Heart attack”’ that 
are worse. 


The amount of heart muscle 
affected may be so great that 
the remainder cannot pump 
enough blood to prevent seri- 
ous congestion of the lungs or 
for the elementary needs of the 
body, particularly of the brain, 


Or because one part of the 
heart miscle is dying, the con- 
tractions of the rest of the heart 
become wildly disordered and 
the heart muscle is exhausted. 


Finally, the area where the 
local muscle cells are-dead may 
give way, the heart ruptures 
and .there is massive, uncon- 
trolled hemorrhages inside the 
body. 


These events start in the dis- 
eased arterial wall. If athero- 
sclerosis could be prevented 
there would be little cause to 
worry about coronary heart dis- 
ease. 


So what causes atherosclero- 
sis? 


The full story is unknown, but 
the facts available are signifi- 
cant. The cholesterol that turns 
up to such dangerous effect in 
the artery wall comes from 
the blood, the more cholesterol 
in the blood the more tendency 
for it to deposit in the artery. 


Actually, there is little if any 
plain cholesterol in the blood. 
It is combined with proteins and 
fats in-socalled ‘‘giant mole- 
cules” — the _ lipoproteins— 
which are water-soluble. This 
explains how water-insoluble 
fats can be carried in solution 
in the blood. 


The significant point is that 
cholesterol is an essential part 
of the lipoproteins — it is needed 
to form the combination that 
puts fats into a water-soluble 
form. 


Cholesterol, therefore, is not 
a useless substance in the blood 
but plays a necessary role in 
making it possible to transport 
and use fats in the body. 


There is a real connection be- 
tween dietary fats and choles- 
terol in the blood. 


including not a 
few physicians, have a ready 
explanation for the fact that 
coronary heart disease is now a 
veritable plague among 
the world’s most prosperous 
peoples. 


Many people, 


They say it is all the result 
of modern “tension” which 
presses most heavily on just 
those peoples (meaning us) who 
prove to be so susceptible to 
the disease. 


Men of substance are said to 
be especially vulnerable. 


This explanation is, we think, 
positively harmful as well as 
being unsupported by scientific 
fact. 


The idea that coronary heart 
disease may be blamed on too 
much physical exercise never 
had many adherents and has 
long since been abandoned. 


Much more to the fore is the 
theory that lack of physical ex- 
ercise promotes the disease. We 
ourselves are inclined to be- 
lieve that sedentary life is a 
hazard and that xercise may 
have been helpful, but the évi- 
dence is far from clear. 


Clearly, analysis of the effect 
of exercise is complicated since 
in most societies, the men who 
do hard physical work also eat 
diets different from those eaten 
by the men in light work. 


This does not prevent us 
from favoring more exercise for 
ourselves and for the American 
public generally. 


But we are not impressed by 
a few minutes of calisthenics in 
the morning or a weekend at 
the golf club. Physiologically, 
there does not seem to be much 
prospect of achieving anything 
significent, unless the exercise 
is hard enough or long enough, 
or both, to give the heart and 
circulation some real work to 
do and to add up to an appre-

Teacher Turned Author 


Starts Chain Reaction

A Georgia teacher turned au- 
thor has started what may be a 


chain reaction in the social wel- 
fare book world. 


Miss Grace Lee compiled in- 
formation on ‘‘Helping the Trou- 
bled School Child’’ and contrib- 
uted the material to the Nation- 
al Assn. of Social Welfare, who 
underwrote the cost of the book. 
Now money received from this 
recently published book goes 
into a*fund to underwrite costs 
on other books on the subject 
of school social work. 


“It all started when I was 
working on my master’s degree 
in education at the University 
of Georgia,”’ explained Miss 
Grace Lee, visiting teacher in 
Mitchell County and former 
classroom teacher. 


“T had to dig down in the 
basement to find articles in 
small pamphlets on the subject, 
borrow filed copies of various 
magazinese from friends and 
hunt up old clippings I had 
saved.” 


SO HARD 
“It was so hard for me to 
get the information together 


that I thought it would be a 
shame not to publish the infor- 
mation so other people could 
get to it without all the trouble 
I had.” 


Her search for material and 
compiling and classification of 
articles into chapters took about 
two years. Included with an 
introduction to each chapter by 
Miss Lee are long-out-of-print 
articles by psychiatrists, social 
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workers, teachers, parents and 
so on. 


Miss Lee, after about 18 years 
as a classroom teacher, began 
her career as a visiting teacher 
in 1946, shortly after the pro- 
gram was inaugurated. She was 
one of the first three Georgia 
teachers given a scholarship for 
training in social work and 
holds a master’s in social work 
from Indiana University. 


The program was started to 
help increase daily attendance 
in the schools. 


REASONS VARY 


“The reasons for children 
missing school vary,”’ said Miss 
Lee. “There are many less chil- 
dren missing school to work on 
the farm than used to when I 
first started teaching. 


“But poor attendance is often 
only an outward sign of some 
other problem—that the child is 
worried about his home situa- 
tion or parents, that he is unable 
to do the work at school or that 
he does not know how to get 
along with the other children. 


“The biggest problem we find 
is that most parents set too high 
standards for their children. 
They reason that they didn’t 
get the chance to go to law 
school or to medical school and 
they are determined to see 
their children do. They never 
stop to think if that’s what the 
child wants to do.”’ 


SPOT SYMPTOMS 


However, she added that par- 
ents today—through PTA study 
groups and other learning—are 
quicker to spot symptoms of 
trouble and are more aware of 
what to expect of each age 
group on the whole. 


She works with the teachers 
and pupils and often with the 
parents to help solve “problem 
children” cases. 


Last summer Miss Lee worked 
with the psychiatric staff of 
Talmadge Hospital in Augusta 
by interviewing the family and 
gathering background informa- 
tion on mentally disturbed peo- 
ple who could be helped by short 
duration treatment. 


“It was very rewarding. We 
all know it is not easy to share 
your family problems with an 
outsider. 


“More than anything else, it 
impressed upon me how impor- 
tant it is that we do social work 
on the school level. Over and 
over I heard the doctors say, ‘If 
we'd only had this patient 10 
years ago.’”’

“IT have reduced from 184 
pounds to 154. What exercises 
would you recommend to keep 
the bust line from sagging?’ 


Exercise should always paral- 
lel either a reduction or a gain 
in weight. The two most im- 
portant muscles which support 
the bust are the pectoralis ma- 
jor and the pectoralis minor. 
These powerful fan-shaped mus- 
cles spread across the chest 
and lie under the breasts. If 
these muscles are weak and 
inelastic, they permit the 
breasts to droop. The sagging 
bust is almost always due to 
lack of muscle tone and the 
oversize bust to excess fat. 


While the breasts are com- 
posed of glands, not muscles, 
the position and contour is de- 
pendent upon the _ supporting 
muscles and therein lies the 
value of specific exercise. The 
exercises should be taken for 
10 minutes daily, preferably for 
two five-minute periods. If the 
bust is pendulous, wear an up- 
lift bra while exercising, but 
not have straps over shoul- 

ers. 


SEVERAL MONTHS 


It often takes several months 
before improvement: is notice- 
able, perhaps as many as six 
months. Nonetheless, exercise 
definitely will improve the ap- 
‘pearance of the chest, the bust, 
and help correct posture 
faults. 


Position: Standing or sitting, 
have elbows bent and arms at 


, 


clasp right forearm with left 
hand. and left forearm with 
right hand. 


Movement: With a jerking ac- 
tion, ‘‘jerk’’ hands toward el- 
bows, but do not allow hands to 
slide. You can feel the sudden 
action on the pectoral muscles. 


Position: Standing or sitting, 
hold arms out in front of chest, 
shoulder level, elbows straight. 


Movement: With a quick 
criss-cross movement, change 
position of hands, under-over, 
over-under, etc. Important — 
place strong emphasis on the 
IN swing, thus increasing the 
action toward the middle line. 
Test the effect: Place one hand 
on chest near shoulder as you 
emphasize the in-swing move- 
ment. 


FINAL EXERCISE 


The final exercise is rugged, 
but most effective. 


Position: On hands and knees, 
have fingers pointing toward 
each other. Elbows straight, 
mg flat and head in straight 
ine. 


Movement: Resisting with 
arms, slowly bend elbows and 
lower the body to the floor un- 
til chest almost touches the 
floor. Then slowly push back 
up against resistance. Repeat 
three times. Rest. Later con- 
tinue three or four more counts. 
You will feel this exercise. Do 
not allow back to sag. 


Clip and save this toning rou- 
cises with unfailing regularity.

Yet, he 
points out sadly, they get fi- 
nancial aid from government 
and other institutions, while the-

Says Claudia Cassidy of the 
Chicago Tribune: “Mr. Ben- 
Ami’s way with a role is ‘hat 
of greatness. He has the sim- 
plicity of complete understand- 
ing and an immense quality of 
communication which carries 
the dynamic urge and convic- 
tion.
